In the Standard Oil case. 


Justice Harlan also took Issue with 


the rest ol tho court as to the re- 
organization of the tobacco company, 
saying th&t he found nothing in tho 
record which made him "at all anxious

the tobacco trust restrained wrong- 
fully Interstate commerce In the eyes 
of the court, but It has conspired to 
monopolize the tobacco business to 
(ho injury of tho public arid 'of Its com.
